Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1958 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report  for  1958 
completed  in  accordance  with  Circular  22/58  Wales. 

The  year  1958  was  another  disappointing  year  climatically,  the  most 
prominent  and  memorable  feature  being  an  extremely  wet  summer. 
However,  it  was  a relatively  healthy  year  for  most  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Rural  District. 

Infectious  Disease  cases  totalled  39,  a decrease  of  58  on  1957,  due 
mainly  to  there  being  no  major  outbreak  of  disease  during  the  year. 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
and  once  more  no  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  It  is  8 years  since  we  had  a case  of  confirmed  Diphtheria  in 
the  Rural  District. 

The  General  Health  Statistics  of  the  district  were  very  satisfactory, 
there  being  only  two  infant  deaths  debited  to  the  district  during  the 
year. 

135  births  were  credited  to  the  Rural  District  during  the  year,  this 
being  a decrease  of  17  births  on  1957.  This  gave  the  district  a crude 
birth  rate  of  12.64  births  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  a comparative 
birth  rate  for  1958  of  15.55  births  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This 
latter  figure  is  for  comparison  with  the  national  rate  of  16.4  births  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  need  for  a comparative  figure  is  due  to 
the  excess  of  males  in  the  district. 

123  deaths  were  debited  to  the  Rural  District  during  1958,  giving  us 
a death  rate  of  11.5  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Corrected  for 
comparative  purposes,  the  rate  was  10.9  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion as  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  11.7  deaths  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

The  two  infant  deaths  gave  the  district  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of 
14.8  deaths  per  1.000  live  births,  which  can  be  regarded  as  most  satis- 
factory when  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  22.5  deaths  per  1,000 
live  births. 

As  I have  said  on  several  previous  occasions,  we  are  dealing  with 
small  numbers,  and.  indeed,  one  actual  infant  death  represents  7.4 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births,  so  that  a small  variation  in  the  actual 
number  of  deaths  has  a very  large  effect  on  our  rate. 

The  district’s  Cancer  Rate  at  1.68  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  population 


is  below  the  national  rate  of  2.38  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
Heart  Disease,  which  caused  44  deaths,  was  the  biggest  killer.  This 
year,  incidentally,  was  the  third  consecutive  year  in  which  we  have  had 
no  death  attributable  to  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  18  Council  houses  and  11  private  houses  were 
completed.  The  majority  of  the  Council  houses  completed  were  used 
for  re-housing  under  the  Council’s  slum  clearance  programme. 

The  Council’s  water  enterprise  continued  to  function  admirably  and 
has  reduced  the  work  that  used  to  be  entailed  in  maintaining  an  equit- 
able water  supply  to  various  parishes  almost  to  zero. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Clerk,  the 
Sanitary  Surveyor,  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Chief  Financial 
Officer,  together  with  the  other  Council  officials,  for  their  co-operation 
and  ready  assistance  during  the  year.

Water 

The  distribution  of  water  in  the  Rural  District  is  now  as  follows  : 
BODELWYDDAN,  RHUDDLAN  and  St.  Asaph  are  supplied  by  the 
Rhyl  Urban  District  Council’s  Water  Undertaking. 

DYSERTH  : The  greater  part  of  the  parish  is  supplied  by  the 
Prestatyn  Urban  District  Council’s  Water  Undertaking. 

BRYNIAU,  Dyserth,  is  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  Holywell 
Rural  District  Council’s  Water  Undertaking,  as  it  is  a high  level  area. 

BODFARI,  CWM,  TREMEIRCHION,  RHUALLT  and  WAEN 
are  now  supplied  with  water  by  the  St.  Asaph  Rural  District  Council’s 
new  water  mains,  the  water  supplied  coming  from  the  Rhyl  mains. 
This  means  that  now  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  has  an  adequate 
and  safe  water  supply.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

St.  Asaph,  Rhuddlan,  Dyserth  and  Bodelwyddan  have  satisfactory 
Sewage  Disposal  System.  Apart  from  small  septic  tank  systems  attached 
to  individual  groups  of  Council  houses,  the  remainder  of  the  district  has 
no  sewage  disposal  system. 

Camping  Sites 

The  Maesgwilym  Camp,  the  Pleasant  View  Camp,  and  the  Vale  of 
Clwyd  Holiday  Camp,  Rhuddlan,  are  licensed  for  the  Summer  months 
only.  In  addition  a strip  of  land  at  Cwybr  Fawr  Farm  has  been  licensed 
for  a number  of  caravans,  as  decided  by  the  Council  to  be  sited  on  it 
during  the  summer. 

The  water  supply  to  these  camps  is  satisfactory,  as  are  the  general 
standards  of  hygiene  maintained  at  the  Camps. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

No  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  was  reported  in  1958. 
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Closet  Accommodation 


In  the  areas  supplied  with  sewers,  very  few  privies  remain.  In  the 
remainder  of  the  district  10%  of  the  houses  have  privies  with  fixed 
receptacles  and  90%  privies  with  movable  receptacles.  The  Council 
have  arrangements  for  the  removal  of  the  night  soil  in  certain  areas. 

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  is  removed  from  all  parishes  in  the  Rural  District  by  the 
Council’s  Refuse  Lorries. 

Shops  and  Offices 

No  action  was  required  in  respect  of  shops  and  offices  during  the 
year. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

No  action  was  required  in  1958. 

Schools 

No  closure  due  to  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  was  required  during 
1958. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

83  children  under  one  year  of  age,  28  children  between  the  ages  of 
one  and  four  years,  and  five  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen 
years  were  given  their  primary  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  during 
1958.  A further  71  children  received  a reinforcing  (boosting)  dose. 

90  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  9 children  aged  one  year, 
4 children  aged  two  to  four  years,  3 children  aged  five  to  fourteen  years, 
together  with  11  persons  aged  fifteen  years  and  over  were  vaccinated 
against  smallpox.  In  addition,  a further  93  persons  were  re-vaccinated 
against  smallpox. 

Venereal  Diseases 

Treatment  is  available  at  the  following  Clinics: —

The  treatment  is  confidential,  free  and  inclusive  of  travelling  expenses. 

Tuberculosis 

The  Welsh  Regional  Board  has  a Chest  Clinic  at  the  Royal  Alexandra 
Hospital,  Rhyl,  for  the  treatment  and  investigation  of  cases  or  suspected 
cases  of  Tuberculosis.  The  Clinic  is  held  on  Friday  mornings  for  new 
cases  and  on  Friday  afternoon,  2.30  p.m. — 4.30  p.m.  for  Pneumo  thorax 
treatment. 

The  nearest  Sanatoria  are  at  Llangwyfan  and  Pen-y-Ffordd. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 

The  Flintshire  County  Council  holds  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics  in  the  Rural  District  as  follows: —

At  St.  Asaph  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursdays  of  each  month  in  the 
Council  Office  grounds  at  2 p.m.

At  Dyserth  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Mondays  of  each  month  in  the 
grounds  of  the  Urdd  Hall  at  2 p.m. 

A Clinic  is  held  in  the  Camp  at  Bodelwyddan  on  the  1st  and  3rd 
Thursdays  of  each  month  at  2 p.m. 

Smallpox 

In  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  Smallpox,  provision  can  be  made  for 
the  isolation  and  treatment  of  cases  by  arrangement  with  the  Flintshire 
County  Council  and  the  Welsh  Regional  Board. 

Disinfection 

The  disinfection  of  large  articles  such  as  bedding  can  be  carried  out 
through  arrangements  made  by  the  Sanitary  Surveyor  with  the  Rhyl 
Urban  District  Council.

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Water  Supplies 

No  major  works  have  been  carried  out  affecting  the  water  supply  of 
the  district,  but  approximately  700  yards  of  old  1"  main  at  Tremeirch- 
ion  was  replaced  by  2"  asbestos  pipes.  The  soft  character  of  the  mains 
water  supply  caused  some  discolouration  of  the  water  at  Cwm  and 
Bodfari.  The  discolouration  was  removed  by  increasing  the  pH  value 
at  the  source  of  supply. 

Refuse  Removal 

The  amount  of  refuse  requiring  collection  has  risen  considerably  with 
the  spate  of  post-war  housing.  As  a result,  discussions  took  place  as 
to  the  advisability  of  obtaining  an  additional  collection  vehicle,  and  a 
Committee  was  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  question  of  an  additional 
tip. 

Housing 

The  Council’s  slum  clearance  programme  has  now  reached  the  stage 
where  it  is  obvious  that  the  figure  of  119  unfit  dwellings  to  be  dealt 
with  in  the  first  five-year  period  will  be  easily  exceeded.  Since  September 
1 955  a total  of  96  houses  have  been  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  and  of  this  number  11  houses  have  now  been  reconditioned 
and  made  fit  for  human  habitation. 

At  this  stage  the  problem  of  dealing  with  farm  houses  which  are 
unfit  for  human  habitation  will  have  to  be  faced.  Some  farm  houses 
are  in  such  a state  that  they  should  properly  be  included  for  action  in 
the  first  five-year  period.  It  is  obvious,  however,  that  occupants  of 
farm  houses  cannot  be  rehoused  in  a Council  housing  estate.  For  the 
proper  conduct  of  farming  operations,  a house  must  be  provided  on  or 
near  the  farm.  As  there  is  no  special  provision  in  the  Housing  Acts  for 
such  rehousing,  it  would  be  difficult  for  a local  authority  to  provide 
such  a dwelling. 

Housing  Acts  1949  and  1954 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  twenty-two  applications  for 
improvement  grants  received  during  the  year,  seven  were  in  respect  of 
houses  subject  of  Closing  Orders  or  on  the  Council’s  list  of  houses  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  All  applications  received  were  approved  for 
grant  aid. 

Camping 

Two  applications  to  develop  land  for  camping  purposes  were  received 
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during  the  yeai.  One  application  was  to  extend  an  existing  13-acre 
camping  site  to  accommodate  160  caravans,  the  other  application  was 
for  a new  caravan  site  to  accommodate  98  caravans.  Both  applications 
were  pproved.  No  new  licences  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
were  issued.  There  are  now  9 licensed  camping  sites  in  the  district. 
With  the  exception  of  one  camping  site,  the  camps  were  maintained  in 
a satisfactory  manner.  Complaints  of  lack  of  cleanliness  were  made  in 
respect  of  one  camping  site,  and  steps  were  taken  to  remedy  the 
complaints. 

Factories  and  Workshops 

No  new  factories  were  opened  during  the  year,  although  extensions 
were  made  in  one  of  the  larger  factories.  The  number  on  the  register 
was  reduced  to  64  as  the  result  of  closure  to  two  factory  premises.  No 
complaints  were  received  regarding  the  factories  in  the  district.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

A noticeable  feature  of  rodent  control  work  during  the  year  has  been 
the  attention  given  to  inspections  and  treatment  of  infestations  on 
farms.  A total  of  270  inspections  were  made  compared  to  the  previous 
year’s  figure  of  only  five  inspections.  Again  it  was  noted  that  the  sewers 
in  the  district  were  remarkably  free  from  rat  infestation.  Although 
treatment  was  necessary  at  one  sewage  disposal  plant,  the  infestation 


was  from  a nearby  river  bank.

It  is  hard  to  understand 
why  shopkeepers  should  store  dog  and  cat  food  in  metal  racks  well 
above  floor  level,  whilst  sacks  of  vegetables  for  human  consumption 
are  left  on  the  floor  to  risk  fouling  by  any  passing  dog. 

All  contraventions  were  dealt  with  verbally  or  by  informal  notice. 
No  prosecutions  were  required  to  enforce  compliance  with  the  Regula-

Food  Inspection 


The  very  wet  weather  experienced  during  the  year  was  the  primary 
cause  of  a high  incidence  of  liver  fluke  disease  in  cattle  and  sheep  in 
the  district,  resulting  in  a large  amount  of  liver  being  condemned  at 
the  slaughterhouse. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  continues  to  rise, 
9,068  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  742  on 
the  number  slaughtered  in  1957. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  Cysticerus  Boris  detected  on  inspection 
this  year;  the  carcase  and  offal  were  refrigerated  for  21  days  before 
being  released  for  human  consumtion. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption was  1 ton  12  cwts.  3 qrs,  22  lbs.  Details  of  post-mortem 
inspections  of  all  animals  is  given  in  the  following  table.
